CONFESSION OF 
READ IN GOURT 


CHANGES PLEA 





Lytle Creek Holdup Case Be- 
fore County Court. Law- 
yers Engage in Many Word 
Battles. 

After two days of skirmish- 
ing by attorneys on a techni- 
eality, the purported confes- 
sion of pretty Mae Neeley, ac- 
eused accomplice of Paul Neja 
and Claude Robbs in the Glen 
Ranch robbery, was introduéed 
before a jury by the state in 
Superior Judge Benjamin F. 
Warmer’s court yesterday. 

In the written confession the 
girl admitted to Los Angeles 
detectives that she drove an 
automobile in which Robbs 
and Neja went to the resort 
ranch ‘to hold up A. V. Starks, 
a grocery proprietor, and 
named her companions as ban- 
dits. On the witness stand 
Saturday Miss Neeley declared 
that she had signed the con- 
fession because the detectives 
told her she would not be held 
if ‘‘she coughed up.’’ The of- 
ficers, however, testified that 
the girl’s confession was made 
freely and without promise of 
immunity. 

Objections Are Frequent 

Because of the law govern- 
ing the rights of defendants 
in a joint trial, the confession 
was admitted by Judge War- 
mer on instructions to the 
jurors that it was to be ae- 
cepted only in the case of Miss 
Neeley and was not to be con- 
sidered as evidence against 
Robbs and Neja, whose attor- 
ney objected frequently as the 
confession was read to the 
jurors. On this issue of whether 
the confession would prejudice 
the jurors against Neja and 
Robbs beyond cure by the 
eourt’s instruction, jointly on 
trial with the girl, the attor- 
neys had wrangled since Fri- 
day, introducing numerous 
court deeisions in support of 
their contentions. 


As the state rested its case 
late im the day, Neja was 
called to testify for the de- 
fense. He admitted that he 
had gone to Glen Ranch with 
Robbs and Miss, Neeley from 
Los Angeles on the night of 
the robbery. And what. was 
more, Neja said, he was in the 
robbery, being in the grocery 
when the masked bandit en- 
tered. 

Tells About Resort Visit 

“‘T ‘held up my hands, too,”’ 
said Neja. He gaid that he, 
Miss Neeley and Robbs left 
the ranch after the holdup oc- 
eurred, although they had 
planned to remain at the resort 
over the week-end. 

The state contends that the 
masked bandit of which Neja 
spoke was Robbs. 

Character witnesses were 
called to testify that Miss 
Neeley bore a good reputation 
in Los Angeles prior to being 
arrested as an accomphee to 
the holdup. 

The. ease will reach the jury 
today. Attorneys S. W. Me 
Nabb and P. N. MeCloskey are 
representing the accused trio,

The number and value of build-} 
ing permits issued in twenty prin- 
cipal cities of the district during 
April declined from the seasonal 
peak of the previous month, and 
were in each case approximately 
2 per cent below the figures re- 
ported for April, 1923. Restricted 
production programs have result- 
ed in a moderate decrease in em- 
ployment in the district as com- 
pared with a year ago. 


Store Trade Grows 

Comparison of April trade move- 
ments, particrlarly at retail, with 
those of a year ago, are rendered 
difficult by the difference in Has- 
ter dates of the two years and in 
some cases it has been necessary 
to consider the combined figures 
for March and April in order to 
ascertain the real trend. 

Sales of 35 reporting department 
stores for the two months were 
6.1 per cent larger in 1924 than 
in 1923, and while stocks held this 
year are slightly larger than those 
held a year ago, the rate of stock, 
turnover has been practically the 
same. 4 

Conflicting tendencies have per- 
sisted in the wholesale trade, a 
reflection of the cautious purchas- 
ing attitude of retail buyers and 
no definite buying trend is dis- 
tinguishable. During April, five of 
the eleven lines of business re- 
porting to this bank showed in- 
creases in the value of their sales 
as compared with one month ago 
and four of the eleven lines show- | 
ed increases as compared with one | 
year ago. The record of business

Prices Level } 
Changes in prices of individual | 
commodities have been numerous 
during recent weeks, but advances 
and declines have been in ap- 
proximate balance, and the gen-} 
eral level of prices for the prin- 
cipal products of the district has 
been comparatively stable. For 
the United States the level of 
wholesale prices, according to the 
index number of the bureau of 
labor statistics, stood at 148 in 
April, 1924, compared with 150 in 
March, 1924, and 159 in April, 1928. 
Bank credit for business and in- 
dustrial enterprises of the district 
has continued abundant. Member 
banks were able during April and 
early May to increase their total 
loans and investments while re- 
ducing their borrowings from the 
Federal Reserve Bank. Earning 
assets of the latter, which indicate 
the amount of Reserve bank cred- 
it in use in the district. have re- 
mained near the lowest levels of 
recent years. Interest rates, al- 
ready low, tended downward dur- 
ing the month. 
Quarantine Lifted 
The outbreak of the foot and 
mouth disease of livestock in parts 
of the southern half of California, 
which threatened serious injury to 
the livestock and allied industries 
of that state, is slowly being 
brought under control. Upon ‘in- 
vitation of state authorities the 
Federal government has assumed 
complete charge -of eradication 
work, and has standardized eradi- 
eation and quarantine measures. 
Modification of intro-state qua:- 
antines has been permitted where- 
ever it has been possible te do 
so without reducing the effective- 
ness of established methods‘ for 
controlling the disease. It is an- 
ticipated that embargoes of other 
states against California pro- 
ducts which authorities of the fed- 
eral government certify as safe 
for shipment will soon be lifted.

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_ First-Olass Postoffice 

Postmaster P. E. Berger re- 
ceived official notice Saturday 
from the postoffice department 
at Washington, D. C., that the 
Ontario postoffice will become 
a first-class office July 1. This 
is considered a sure indication 
of Ontario’s rapid growth and 
progress. 

Monthly reports from the 
postoffice here have continued 
to show sieady increases in 
business and the month just 
closed was no exception. At 
the close of business Saturday 
evening, Postmaster Berger re- 
ported that. receipts for -the 
month of May totalled $4,008 
as compared to $3,605.50 for 
the corresponding month of 
last year. This is a gain of 
$402.50 or 11 per cent. 

During the past month the 
cancellation machine in the 
local office showed a total of 
125,250 letters and cards pass- 
ing through, as compared to 
119,130 for May, 1923, a gain 
of 6,120. 

Postmaster 





Berger stated 
July 1, when the local office 
bevomes first-class, the money 
order window will be open 
from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. instead 
of from 8 a. m. till 6 p. m. 
as at present. All other win- 
dows will have the same hours 
as at present. 

Mr. Berger today forwarded 
to the first assistant postmaster 
general for an additional man 
to collect mail from the street 
letter boxes and this is ex- 
pected to improve the service 
greatly. At present the car- 
riers handling collections from 
the outlying boxes come in at 
4 p. m. and letters mailed 
after that hour do not go out 
until the following morning. 
An additional collector would 
work from 6 p. m. to 8 p. .m, 
assuring a more prompt dis- 
pateh of mail than is now pos- 
sible. This will affect some 
36 collection boxes. 

Thirty-seven permits issued 
during the month of May by 
City Building Inspector O. S. 
Roen represented an expendi- 
ture for new building in On- 
tario of $53,800. This brings 
the total for the first five 
months of the year to $351,- 
043.00.

In other words, California leads the nation at pre- 
sent in its advance plans for a state-wide mobilization 
of its communities for home betterment. Indications 
are that more communities in California than in any 
other state from the Pacific to the Atlantic Coast 
will hold demonstrations under. the auspices of Better 
Homes in America, 


Sacramento predicts ‘‘the greatest demonstration of 
Better Homes not only in the history of Sacramento, 
but in the United States.’? Several houses typifying 
various kinds of homes, from. a new bungalow to an 
old remodeled house, will be demonstrated in this 
city, under the leadership of Miss Geneva Watson, 
demonstration chairman, with a committee made up 
of the leading social, civie and commercial elements 
of the city. So far, prospects are that more demon- 
stration homes will be shown in Sacramento than in 
any other city in the United States. 


San Joaquin county as a whole has thrown itself 
into the better homes movement with zest. “We 
want to be listed as co-operating in this great move- 
ment to endear and raise the standard of the Amer- 
ican home,’’ the eounty goes on record, through its 
All the leading 
cities and towns of San Joaquin will exhibit demon- 
stration houses during Better Homes Week, a pageant 
has been planned for the occasion, and Better Music 
and essay contests are in progress. 


A noteworthy demonstration is being planned in 
Palo Alto. ‘‘This is Secretary Hoover’s home town, 
and we want to do it right,’’ asserts Mrs. M. E, 
Shippey, the demonstration chairman for that city. 


Santa Barbara, where Miss Pearl Chase is chair- 
man, will vary the usual form of demonstration by 
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working along ihe lines of a children’s garden con- 
test, and a community flower show. 


Better Homes in America, under whose auspices the 
nation-wide @ampaign for home-betterment is being 
carried on, was recently incorporated as a national 
educational organization, with Herbert Hoover, Sec- 
retary of the Department of Commerce, as president 
and Dr. James Ford, on leave of absence from Har- 
vard University, as executive director. President 
Coolidge is chairman of the advisory council of the 
organization, which includes many of the best known 
men and women of the United States. 


‘‘The American home is the foundation of our 
national and individual well-being. Its steady im- 
provement is at the same time a test of our civiliza- 
tion and of our ideals. We need attractive, worthy, 
permanent homes that lighten the burden of house- 
keeping. We need homes in which home life can 
reach its finest levels, and in which can be reared 
happy children and upright citizens,’’ President 
Coolidge declared, in commending participation in 
the coming home demonstration. 


The Better Homes movement is now in the third 
year of its existence, It was initiated in 1922 by 
Mrs. William Brown Meloney and an advisory coun- 
ceil, with Calvin Coolidge as honorary head and Her- 
bert Hoover as chairman. Nearly 500 demonstrations 
were held during the first year. The movement had 
so developed by last year that the number of demon- 
strations was about double that in 1923. As it be- 
came increasingly evident that the Better Homes in 
America movement was a force of great importance 
in the education of the American people to higher 
standards of home life, it was decided to put it on a 
permanent basis by incorporating the organization as 
a national educational institution. It is believed that 
more and better demonstrations than ever before will 
be held under this new arrangement.

Citrus Crop Normal 

‘The citrus crop is normal in 
most parts of the county. accord- 
ing: to the reports. and in others 
there is an 80 per cent crop. 

Grapes, the bulk of which are 
grown in the west end of the 
county within a few miles of On- 
tario, approach 100 per cent nor- 
mal. They were reported as from 
90 to 95. per cent of the normal 
crop. by the inspectors. 

Fumigation Winning 

Apples, grown in the Chino dis- 
trict, were reported to be 55 per 
cent normal. In walnut groves a 
90 per cent crop was found. 

Crop conditions in general were 
not quite as good as last year at 
this time, the reports indicated. 

The battle against scale pests 
in citrus groves has been a win- 
ning one, the deputies declared.
